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REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  MD  SURVEYOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ilowden  Rural  District  Council. 


Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1969. 

There  was  one  staff  change.  Mr.  S.  Turner,  Clerk  of  the  "Torlcs 
to  the  Council  for  nearly  20  years,  left  to  take  up  on  appointment  out- 
side local  government  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  Hr.  II.  Harrison. 

Due  to  being  fully  staffed  and  able  to  implement  a routine  visit 
rota  to  all  premises  which  wo  are  required  to  control  and  inspect,  the 
number  of  visits  was  again  increased  to  7410. 

Tiro  important  pieces  of  new  legislation  became  operative  during 
the  year.  The  Heat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,  1969,  required  that 
all  unfit  butchers  meat  end  imported  meat  must  be  sterilized.  However, 
provision  is  made  whereby  zoos,  menageries,  mink  farms,  processors  ‘and 
manufacturing  chemists  nay  obtain  such  meat  unsterilized  if  it  is  trans- 
ported in  locked  containers  or  vehicles. 

Secondly,  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  increased  the  basic  amount  of 
Standard  grant  from  £155  to  £200  and  the  maximum  amount  of  Discretionary 
Grants  from  £400  to  £1,000,  relaxed  the  conditions  and  for  the  first 
tike  allowed  Councils  to  include  in  a Discretionary  grant  all  repairs 
necessary  to  make  the  improvements  fully  effective. 

Very  good  progress  was  maintained  during  the  year  on  slum 
clearance  work,  16  houses  being  closed  end  as  a result  of  current  and 
previous  closing  orders  24  unfit  houses  were  demolished.  However,  close 
contact  needs  to  bo  maintained  with  owners  of  closed  property  to  ensure 
that  the  property  is  not  rolet  end  that  demolition  takes  place  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

I id  uld  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  other 
Chief  Officials,  for  once  again  giving  me  their  valued  support  and 
assistance  during  the  year.  Finally,  I would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Staff  of  my  Department  for  the  efficient,  courteous  and  pleasant  way  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

HOUSING  - General 


Coimcil  Houses 


During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the  oreotion  of  the 
following^:- 


Holno  on  Spalding  Moor 


16-2  bedroomed  houses. 
30-3  bedroomed  houses.

During  the  year  work  was  completed  on  the  following: - 
Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  - 20  bungalows,  2 houses. 


At  31ot  December,  1969,  the  number  of  post  war  Council 
dwellings  completed  was  742  giving,  with  180  pre-war  dwellings,  a 
total  of  92 a Council  O'licd  dwellings  in  the  district. 


Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  houses  in  respect  of 
maintenance  and  repair  to  exercise  control  over  the  amount  of  money 
spoilt  on  repairs.  Orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  1602 ‘‘Cases  as  com- 
pared with  1544  in  1968,  giving  some  indication  that nth s policy  of 
selective  repairs  has  been  adhered  to  as  far  as  possible  having  regard 
to  the  number  of  repairs  due  to  frost  damage. 


Private  Enterprise 


During  the  year  75  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  a further  47  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of 
erection. 

The  completed  dwellings  comprised  the  following  accommodation :- 


1 bodrooaed  dwellings  - 1 

2 bedroonod  dwellings  - 16 

3 bedroonod  dwellings  - 54 

4 or  more  - 4 


As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  figures  the  number  „of  dwellings 
completed  was  quite  high  having  regard  to  the  economic  situation  at 
the  time.

During  the  year  16  houses  wore  closed  by  formal  and  informal 
action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these  and 
previous  orders  24  properties  wore  demolished  showing  an  increase  of 
18  over  the  previous  year  brought  about  mainly  through  repeated  letters 
and  requests  to  the  various  owners. 
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Building  Regulations.  Toxm  and  Country  Planning  Act 


Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  of  the 
205  applications  received  182  wore  approved  and  23  xrere  refused.  T3ie 
refused  applications  related  to  16  residential  development  applications, 

3 caravan  sites,  1 storage  depot,  1 advertisement,  1 motor  vehicle 
repair  depot  end  1 parking  area  for  haulage  vehicle. 

A total  of  339  applications  wore  received  during  the  year.  They  are 
classified  as  follows

Improvement  Grants 

9 applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  wero  received  during  the 
year  7 of  which  wore  approved;  one  was  refused  because  work  had  commenced 
prior  to  the  application  being  made  and  another  because  the  house  formed 
part  of  a terrace  and  no  proposals  were  made  for  the  remaining  houses  in 
the  terrene.  In  every  instance  of  a Discretionary  Grant  application,  rn 
inspection  was  carried  out  and  a detailed  schedule  of  works  which  would 
a.ttract  grant  add  and  works  which  wore  repair  items  wa,s  prepared  and  sent 
to  the  applicant. 

During  the  year  work  was  completed  on  7 houses  for  which  a Discretionary 
grant  had  previously  been  approved.  A total  of  £1,974  was  paid  out  by  the 
Council  as  a result. 

Standard  .Grants 

Djiring  the  year  45  applications  for  Standard  gr  nt  wore  received  adl 
of  which  wore  approved,  24  of  thorn  to  tho  higher  limit.  42  houses  wero 
improved  to  the  5 point  standard  an  required  under  the  Standard  Grant 
schema,  4 of  which  wore  tenanted  houses.  The  total  amount  of  grants  paid 
was  £6334  and  tho  following  amenities  were  provided  with  comparative 
information  for  1967  and  1968:-

It  is  moot  cor.menla.ble  and  encouraging  to  note  that  in  a.  large  Aural 
area  ouch  as  this,  the  estimated,  percentage  of  population  served  b3^  the 
existing  sewerage  system  is  85a1  and  on  completion  of  the  Council's  present 
proposals  this  will  rise  to  over  90 giving  an  indication  of  the  progressive' 
ness  of  the  authority.

In  the  following  parishes  the  pails  are  collected  weekly  and  refuse 
fortnightly : -

This  means  that  all  the  villages  in  the  area  are  provided  ’with  a 
cleansing  service.  Only  isolated  outlying  properties  are  without. 
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Members  may  also  like  to  noto  that  an  estimated  84/3  of  population  are 
now  served  by  a weekly  refuse  collection  service  and  again  this  is  a very 
commendable  figure. 

Increasing  demands  are  being  made  on  the  service  duo  to  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  properties  particularly  at  Gilberdyke,  Holme  on  Spalding  Iloor 
and  Bowden  and  constant  vigilance  is  necessary  to  ensure  the  Council's  high- 
standards  are  maintained.

It  is  noticeable  that  there  was  a falling  off  of  the  number  of  animals 
killed  during  1969.  This,  I feel  sure,  is  due  in  some  respects,  to  the 
restriction  of  movement  of  animals  during  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic. 

New  legislation  introduced  during  the  year  makes  work  at  the  slaughter- 
houses more  exacting  in  that  all  condemned  meat  has  to  be  locked  in 
impervious  containers  and  can  only  be  taken  from  the  slaughterhouse  to 
licensed  premises  for  sterilization.  Also  wiping  clothes  have  been 
abolished  and  carcases  must  now  bo  sprayed  and  then  dried  with  paper  towels.
